household projections. 

“This has been 
confirmed by new Welsh 
Government housing 
projections, published a 
few weeks ago. 

“We know that there 
were around 53,600 
households in the Vale 
in 2011, the LDP’s 
supposed start date, and 
that the latest principal 
projections are for 
around 57,650 by 2026 
- an increase of just 
over 4,000.” 

Coun Johnson said 
that the previous council 
had pushed through 
large schemes that were 
well above the required 
housebuilding rate, and 
that the Conservatives 
had agreed the housing 
figures were not 
credible. 

He said: “Will the 
Tories now reject the 
scheme or will they U- 
turn now that they are 
back in power? 

“We need to know 
this before the general 
election - not wait and 
see until afterwards. 
Voters need to be able to 
make an informed 
choice. 

“Let’s not forget that 
it was the Tories who 
included 700 houses at 
Weycock Cross in the 
original LDP, before 
their MP cynically 
campaig-ned against 
them.” 

A spokesman for the 
Vale Conservative group 
said: “Welsh Labour’s 
housing targets were 
deeply flawed and we 
have long called for 
them to be reviewed, so 
as to protect the Vale 
from unnecessary and 
inappropriate develop¬ 
ment.”

Y Bont Faen WI 
began this month’s 
meeting with our 
speaker, Rhiannon 
Chamberlain from 
the Dogs Trust, who 
came with Gwennie, 
a rescue dog. 

Rhiannon gave us a 
talk on the history and 
aims of the Trust. It 
began in 1891 as the 
Canine Defence League 
and from the beginning it 
has been funded by 
donations and legacies. 
It is the same today but 
has the added resource of 
the charity shops. 

Originally it centred 
around London, but 
today it has rescue homes 
and shops all over the 
country - it even has 
retirement homes for 
elderly dogs, too old to 
be rehoused. 

They never put a dog 
down unless it is 
seriously ill or has severe 
behavioural problems. 
The vast majority are 
found new homes. 

Everyone is ‘vetted’: 
the owners for suitability, 
and the dogs are 
vaccinated and 

microchipped. There is a 
return policy and a 
helpline for life for any 
problems years later. 


Jacquie Smith gave the 
vote of thanks to 
Rhiannon and some 
doggie treats to Gwennie.

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Jordan is on a 
mission to help 
Welsh speakers 
in Mid-Glamorgan 



FOR four 

generations, Jordan 
Morgan Hughes’ 
family only spoke 
English, but 

because of Welsh 
medium education 
and the Urdd, he 
and his sister are 
now fluent Welsh 
speakers who live 
and work using the 
language daily. 

Here, a spokesperson 
for the Urdd reports for 
The GEM. 

Jordan is the 
development officer for 
mid-Glamorgan with the 
Urdd, and has been 
heavily involved in bring 
the Urdd Eisteddfod to 
Pencoed - May 29 to 
June 3. 

His family moved to 
south Wales during the 
industrial revolution in 
the 19th century, one side 
from Pwllheli and the 
other from Colwyn Bay, 
but the Welsh language 
was lost soon afterwards, 
until Jordan’s parents 
decided they would like 
him and his sister to 
receive Welsh medium 
education. 

Choosing Welsh 
medium education 
wasn’t an easy decision 
for his parents to make. 
Jordan said: “Originally, 
my parents thought that it 
was only Welsh-speaking 
parents who sent their 
children to Welsh 
schools, but this all 
changed after a chance 
conversation over lunch 
between my father and a 
non-Welsh-speaking 
colleague who sent his 
children to Welsh school. 

“There followed 
months of pondering, 
visiting the local school 
and persuading my 
mother it was a good 
idea, until the decision 
was made that my sister 
Lowrie and I would 
receive Welsh medium 
education.” 

Jordan is now 34 years 
old, and lives on the 
street where he was bom 
in Bridgend as well as 
where he received his 
education at Ysgol 
Gymraeg Pen-y-Bont 
(now called Ysgol Bro 
Ogwr). 

His father lives around 
the corner, and his office 
with the Urdd is located 
in his old secondary 
school, Ysgol Llanhari. 

Although he has been 
in his job for eight years, 
he’s been a member of 
the Urdd since he was a 
child in primary school, 
competing several times. 

But it was following a 
family bereavement in 
secondary school that the 
relationsMp developed. 

Jordan explains: 
“After losing my mother 
in year-11 at Ysgol 
Llanhari, I was 
encouraged by my father 
and staff at school to get 
more involved in the 
Urdd activities. 

“I was a swog 
(volunteer) in 


Llangrannog, went on 
foreign trips, and assisted 
the local development 
officers at the time, 
which included Dyfrig 
Morgan, who had a big 
influence on me.” 

One of the experiences 
which has stuck with 
Jordan was spending a 
week during the school 
holidays, between GCSE 
and A Level, living in the 
outdoors and sleeping in 
a barn in the Caernarfon 
area. 

The experience of 
spending quality time 
with people from the 
same background but in a 
different location had a 
lasting effect on him, 
planting the idea in his 
head that he’d like to 
work for the Urdd in the 
future. 

There’s no such thing 
as a normal week in this 
job, according to Jordan. 
“No two days are the 
same, I could be wearing 
the Mistar Urdd suit one 
day, and the next day 
presenting to a group of 
school headmasters. 
That’s what I love about 
my job, it’s so varied and 
I get to meet so many 
different people.” 

When Jordan started 
his job he had an 
ambition, which was to 
challenge the big Urdd 
membership counties 
like Eryri and 
Ceredigion, by 

increasing the number of 
members in Mid- 
Glamorgan to be one of 
the highest in Wales. 

“We have gone from 
about 2,200 members to 
4,527, with a target of 
reaching 5,000 by the 
end of August. This 
means that mid- 
Glamorgan is second 
only to Cardiff in terms 
of membership numbers, 
which is amazing, and 
shows the effect of 
holding the Eisteddfod in 
an area.” 

Why is the Urdd 
important in Mid 
Glamorgan? Jordan feels 
that the Urdd, the 
Eisteddfod, and the 
Welsh language belong 
to children in non-Welsh 
medium schools as much 
as it does to those in 
Welsh medium schools. 

“The challenge we 
face is reaching the non- 
Welsh speaking families 
and showing how much 
you can benefit from the 
language. 

“We have established 


an Urdd forum in every 
secondary school in 
Bridgend, and one. Coleg 
y Dderwen, which has no 
involvement with the 
Welsh language outside 
the statutory lessons at 
school, has raised over 
£1,000 towards the 
Eisteddfod. 

“We must encourage 
young people to speak 
the language every day, 
and develop the 
confidence of those who 
received Welsh medium 
education years ago but 
now feel that their Welsh 
is not good enough. Poor 
Welsh is better than no 
Welsh at all!” 

Bringing the 

Eisteddfod to the area 
has had an important 
effect on many levels, 
from establishing 

positive new 

relationships with county 
and town councils to 
forming community 
appeal committees which 
have brought people 
together to create 
friendships that will last 
long after the Eisteddfod 
has gone. 

“Everybody has 
worked so hard to raise 
money and awareness - 
without their work the 
Eisteddfod would not 
have been able to come 
here. I really believe that 
the Urdd is an 

organisation for people 
of all ages, not just for 
children and young 
people. 

“One unexpected 
effect of all the 

Eisteddfod organising for 
me is that it has given 
parents and older 
members of the 

community a platform to 
come together to 

socialise and achieve in 
Welsh. 

“I am confident that 
these groups will 
continue to meet and 
support Welsh medium 
activities in the area once 
the Eisteddfod has left - 
a very positive legacy to 
the Bridgend, Taff-Ely 
Urdd Eisteddfod!” 

“I would like to thank 
all the volunteers, staff 
and members in the area 
for their enthusiasm and 
hard work - without 
them the Eisteddfod 
wouldn’t happen at all, 
let alone be as much of 
an incredible success in 
raising the profile of the 
Urdd and Welsh 
language locally.”

Vale AM’s tribute 
to Rhodri Morgan 


POLICE in a Barry 
and the wider Vale 
area are urging van 
owners to ensure 
valuables are 

removed from 

vehicles overnight, 
following a number 
of thefts and 
attempted thefts. 

The area has seen a 
spike in auto crime, 
with four thefts from 
Transit vans occurring 
in a 24-hour period. 

At approximately 
2am on Thursday, May 
18, three men were 
captured on CCTV 


breaking in to a van at 
the Celtic International 
Hotel near Rhoose 
Airport and removing 
items. 

They attempted to 
target another before 
fleeing in a silver 
Volvo-shaped vehicle 
when the van’s alarm 
sounded. The car turned 
left out of the hotel, in 
the direction of Barry. 

The previous night, a 
similar theft occurred 
from a vehicle parked 
on Clifton Street, Barry. 
In that incident, which 
happened sometime 
between 4.15pm on 
Tuesday, May 16 and 


7.45am on Wednesday, 
May 17, the van was 
entered - with no 
obvious damage caused 
- and a toolbag stolen. 

Other vehicles were 
also targeted on the 
same night - sometime 
between 6pm on May 
16 and 9am on May 17 
at Canon Street, and 
sometime between 
11pm on May 16 and 
7.25am on May 17 on 
Pontypridd Road. 

In both instances, 
thousands of pounds 
worth of tools were 
taken. 

Sergeant Mark Allen, 
who is investigating the 


incidents, urged all 
vehicle owners and 
particularly van owners 
to take extra 
precautions to protect 
their belongings. 

Sgt Allen said: “In all 
of these instances, 
tradesmen have clearly 
been targeted for their 
valuable tools. 

“Thieves know that 
there is a market out 
there for power tools 
which are worth a lot of 
money, and they have a 
complete disregard for 
the victims who depend 
on these tools for their 
livelihoods. 

“While people 
should be able to store 
their work equipment in 
their work vehicles, the 
sad fact is that it is 
simply not safe to do so. 

“Fd urge tradesmen, 
and indeed all vehicle 
owners, to ensure they 


remove all valuables 
from the vehicles 
overnight and to ensure 
vehicles are left secure. 
Ensuring vehicles have 
alarms does also act as 
a deterrent. 

“Fd also urge people 
to be vigilant and to 
contact us if they are 
offered for sale 
equipment they suspect 
is stolen.” 

Sgt Allen also 
appealed for any 
witnesses or anyone 
who could help identify 
those involved, to come 
forward. Anyone with 
information should 
contact 101, quoting 
reference 1700188696. 
Alternatively, 
Crimestoppers can be 
contacted anonymously 
on 0800 555 111.

THE decision of 
Sully independent 
councillor Bob 
Penrose to work 
with the Tory group 
on the Vale Council 
has angered Plaid 
Cymru members 
because it gives the 
Conservatives more 
power on 

committees. 

Coun Penrose will 
serve in the Vale cabinet 
alongside the 

Conservatives, and his 
decision means the ruling 
administration has a 
majority 24 of the 47 
councillors {see article 
on page 13). 

On the council 
website, he is described 
as ‘Independent (Part of 
the Conservative 

Group)’. 

Early this week, Coun 
Penrose told The GEM 
he would remain as an 
independent councillor. 
He said he would be 
making a statement in 
due course. 

Plaid Cymru’s Coun 
Ian Johnson said: “By 
becoming a member of 
the Conservative group, 
despite being elected as 
an independent, Coun 


Penrose has given more 

committee seats and 

more power to the Tories. 

“Through joining the 
Conservative group, they 
will be entitled to 

additional seats on more 
important council 

committees than Coun 
Penrose would have 
received as an 

independent, streng¬ 
thening their hand in 
crucial committees, such 
as planning, where they 
will now have a majority 
of seats. 

“If Coun Penrose is 
taking up Tory seats on 
committees and voting 
with the Tory whip, then 
most people in Sully and 
beyond would rightly see 


him as a member of the 
Tories.” 

Coun Johnson added: 
“The problem with so- 
called independent 
councillors is that they 
are often anything but 
independent when it 
comes down to it.” 

Coun Johnson pointed 
out that in the previous 
Labour-Llantwit Eirst 
coalition, the different 
groups were treated 
separately in calculating 
committee seat 

allocations. 

On this occasion, it 
appears allocations will 
be made on the 24- 
member group, the 
Conservatives plus Coun 
Penrose.

Guy Ritchie’s King Arthur 
is royally underwhelming!

UY Ritchie 
seemed to 
have blotted 
his copybook after 
he followed up the 
one-two punch of 
Lock, Stock and 
Two Smoking 
Barrels and Snatch 
with the atrocious 
Swept Away and the 
well-intentioned- 
but-ultimately- 
perplexing Revolver. 

Solace came from a 
revisit to his British 
gangster roots in Rock 
‘N’Rolla, before Ritchie 
took on the reins of 
Hollywood’s big-budget 
blockbusters with two 
Sherlock Holmes films 
and The Man From 
U.N.C.L.E. 

With a live-action 
version of Aladdin next 
on his slate, Ritchie’s 
latest film is his take on 
Arthurian legend with 
King Arthur: Legend of 
the Sword. 

It stars Charlie 
Hunnam as Arthur, a 
peasant boy from the 
streets who sees the 


kingdom ruled by the 
Machiavellian Vortigem 
(Jude Law). 

But when Arthur pulls 
the sword from the 
stone, he realises he is 
the son of the former 
king, Uther (Eric Bana) 
and, whether he likes it 
or not, must rise up 
against the tyrannical 
Vortigem... 

It’s fair to say that 
Guy Ritchie’s success 
with the Sherlock 
Holmes franchise proved 
he was more than adept 
at crafting big-budget 
blockbusters that had a 
keen visual sense. 

With King Arthur, 
Ritchie takes on another 
iconic character that has 
been visited several 
times before. However, 
here the results are far 
more mixed. 

Ritchie was keen to 
take away the solemnity 
of the Arthurian legend 
and invest it with some 
spark and energy, and he 
certainly does that. What 
doesn’t work however is 
how the film flip-flops 
from Lock, Stock...- 
esque fast-paced 
dialogue and smarts to

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Barry astronomers 

say: LOOK OUT 
FOR MOON’S 
TERMINATOR’ 


THE month of June is perhaps 
not the best time to begin a 
monthly column on what you 
can see in the night sky, 
because it hardly gets dark at 
all. 

Still, astronomers do not hibernate 
and there is always something to look 
at, weather permitting. 

The one object everyone can find is 
the Moon. In fact, I will let you into a 
little secret. If you live close to an 
amateur astronomer, you may well see 
him or her jump up and down while 
shaking a fist at the sky. This may well 
be because moonlight often drowns out 
the fainter objects we want to see. 

If you own an ordinary pair of 
binoculars, try using them to look at 
the Moon and you will be able to see a 
wealth of detail. Your binoculars will 
have two numbers on them, one small, 
and one big. They may look something 
like this: ‘7 x 50’. 

The small number is the amount of 
magnification, the large number is the 
field of view. Using such an instrument 
you will be able to see large craters, 
flat plains, and even mountain ranges. 
You may think the best time to view is 
when the Moon is full, but this is not 
so. The best time to view is when the 
Moon is a crescent. 

Train the binoculars on the 
terminator - this is the line where the 
bright edge meets the dark edge. The 
reason for this is because the Moon has 
no light of its own - it is merely 
reflecting sunlight. 

When the Moon is a crescent, 
sunlight falls on its surface at an angle 
creating better shadows. This allows 
the features to stand out more clearly. 
When the Moon is full, sunlight is 
shining straight down and shadows are 
smaller. 

The first week of June is a good time 
to look, and the Moon is full on Friday 
9. All is not lost if you do decide to 
have a look at the full Moon, because 
you will now be able to trace bright 
rays that emanate from some young 
craters. The rays are caused by 
material that has been blasted out of 
craters, and fallen back to the surface. 

The Moon can also act as a marker 


to locate fainter objects; on June 8 it 
lies very close to the planet Saturn 
(more about this next month). On June 
21, early risers will see it below the 
planet Venus. 

If you are already familiar with the 
night sky you will have noted one 
bright star outshining all the others. In 
fact, this isn’t a star at all but the planet 
Jupiter. The Moon will appear to be 
very close to Jupiter on June 3. 

If you do spot Jupiter, look at it with 
your binoculars and you may be able to 
see up to four tiny little stars. These are 
the four moons that were discovered 
by Galileo around 1610. Watch them 
for a few nights and they will move 
positions relative to Jupiter, just as the 
Moon changes position in the sky. 

Allow me to offer some tips. Firstly, 
and most importantly, never look 
directly at the Sun with any binoculars 
or indeed a telescope: instant blindness 
could result. 

Secondly, to get the best out of 
observing the night sky, you will need 
to dark adapt your eyes. 

Our eyes are best suited to 
observing in daylight and therefore 
you will need to spend at least 10 
minutes in the dark before your eyes 
have adapted. 

Try this experiment: sit in a room at 
night with the lights on, then turn them 
off and wait. Minute by minute your, 
eyes will begin to adapt and now you 
should begin to see familiar shapes 
around you. 

But remember, it takes a split 
second to lose your dark adaptation, so 
astronomers don’t like bright lights. At 
the same time, we want to be able to 
have enough light to read star charts or 
find our way around our garden. 

Red light is fine, so always carry a 
red torch with you. Try and find a 
suitable spot away from any bright 
lights, and if this means you leave your 
own surroundings, always tell others 
where you are going and take a 
charged mobile phone with you.

“If we are minded to 
issue a permit, at that 
point we will carry out a 
further public 
consultation on any 
draft conditions for the 


permit.”

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‘Blight of rural 
crime must be 
addressed,’ SAYS 


NFU CYMRU 


‘THE next UK Government 
must take action to show it is 
serious about addressing the 
blight of rural crime’ - that 
was the message from the 
Nation Farmers’ Union (NFU) 
Cymru Rural Affairs Board, 
which met recently. 

Rural crime was high up the 
agenda at the meeting on May 18, 
with farmers across Wales 
increasingly concerned about 
incidences of criminal activity 
including vehicle thefts, livestock 
theft, fly-tipping, sheep worrying, 
trespass, poaching, arson, vandalism 
and fraud. 

NFU Cymru Rural Affairs Board 
Chair Hedd Pugh said: “Crime in 
rural areas affects members of the 
farming community 
disproportionately. It costs farmers 
time and money and also presents a 
risk to human health, farm animals, 
wildlife and the environment. 

“NFU Cymru members are 
experiencing increases in various 
rural crime incidents that severely 
impact their farm businesses and 
strike fear and distress into our rural 
communities. 

He said that NFU Cymru is 
“committed to making sure that 
farmers are not seen as a ‘soft target’ 
for criminals.” 

Ahead of the 2017 General 
Election on June 8, the NFU is 
seeking commitments from all 
political parties to address rural 
crime issues that are having a “huge 


impact on farming communities and 
agricultural businesses”. 

“While businesses who have been 
the victims of crime have taken steps 
to reduce the risk themselves, it is 
clear that much more must be done 
and the next Westminster 
Government must address rural 
crime and ensure that future funding 
for policing reflects the additional 
costs associated with policing in 
rural area; and the Ministry of 
Justice should direct the Sentencing 
Council to ensure up to date 
Magistrates’ Court Sentencing 
Guidelines are in place for all rural 
crimes. 

“Police forces in Wales, most 
notably North Wales Police’s Rural 
Crime Unit, have worked in 
conjunction with the industry to 
tackle rural crime head on - and for 
this continued, concerted effort, 

NFU Cymru and its members are 
very grateful.” 

An NFU spokesperson added that 
one of the union’s key policy 
statements ahead of the election is: 
“The next UK Government must 
show that it is serious about the 
blight of rural crime, through 
funding which reflects the additional 
cost of policing rural areas and by 
refreshing sentencing guidelines to 
ensure that a deterrent effect is 
achieved.’

AT the start of 
Penarth and 

District Ramblers 
summer evening 
walks, a forecast of 
rain showers meant 
only three walkers 
were lured out to 
join Joy at the 
Twyn. 

Setting off on a humid 
evening with only a few 
drops of rain that soon 
stopped, a climb up 
through the peaceful 
Dinas Powys golf course 
led to the One o’Clock 
Gate and then, by lane, 
into woodland. 

Passing neatly-piled 
logs and with the aroma 
of bluebells and wild 
garlic filling the air, a 
circumnavigation of the 
pretty Park Wood and a 
descent led to Cwm 
George, through the 
stunning copper beech 
wood for their return to 
Dinas Powys. 

Ten walkers joined 
William for an epic 17.5- 
mile journey through a 
variety of stunning 
woodlands with their 
picturesque views over 
the gorgeous Wye Valley. 

Driving to Chepstow 
for the 40-minute scenic 
bus ride into Monmouth 
town centre and crossing 
the Wye Bridge into 
Gloucestershire, the 
spring-flowered banks of 
the Wye led them past the 
old disused viaduct.

A 7-1 chance, Oscar Fian had two- 
and-a-half lengths to spare over Way 
Wild West whose rider Bradley Gibbs 
won the Young Horse Maiden on his 
father David's six-year-old bay 
gelding Captain Kennit who went 
clear four fences from the finish to 
beat Tucks Bergin (Lorcan Williams) 
by five lengths with the odds-on Blue 
Tinker (Byron Moorcroft) a distant 
third.
